A news artjcleappsared on July 13, 2001 stating that the MM Historical SssteQ? nowhss an online-index of death 
certificates for deaths in the state from 1908 to 1948. Until now, people tracing family histories had to know the 
date and place of a family member’s death to track down a death certificate which, often contains a wealth of 
information about the deceased’s life and death, including the date and place of birth, mania! status, spouse’s 
name, occupation and other family history. However, remember that all information on a death certificate is not 
always accurate-ii depends upon tie reliability of the person who furnishes it.
